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Five  years  ago  I did  not  know  that  there  were  more  than  four  | 

different  Dahlias  in  existence,  but  K bought  a little  home,  mostly  on  ' 

mortgage,  and  decided  to  specialize  on  one  flower  and  began  to  look  { 

around  for  “THE  FLOWEfR.'”'  11  felt  that  I must  make  the  ground  i 

produce  something  to  help  reduce  the  mortgage,  and  at  the  same 
time  exploit  my  inclination  to  experiment  with  plants  and  their  cul-  | 
tiire  and  propagation. 

The  flrst  year  I had  eight  varieties  of  Dahlias  that  to  me  were 
beautiful  and  in  the  care  of  these  eight  flowers  I began  to  see  won-  i 

derful  possibilities,  and  the  desire  to  make  them  still  more  beautiful  | 

stirred  within  me  and  I began  experimenting  in  hybridization.  Quite 
a fascinating  pastime  that  requires,  a lot  of  patience  and  an  explicit  j 
faith.  ' 

From  the  flrst  group  of  hand  pollenated  seeds  I grew  164  plants  | 

that  rewarded  my  effortsi  with  one  worth  while  blossom.  The  second  | 

year  Ij  grew  25  varieties,  the  third  year  50  and  now  I have  more  than  ( 
100  varieties  of  modern  Dahlias.  I 

Within  itself  the  Dahlia  is  an  interesting"  study.  First  discover-  | 

ed  on  the  plateaus,  of  Mexico  growing  wild  on  the  decayed  lava  1 

beds^  at  a high  altitude,  suggesting  that  a sandy  soil  and  a high 
altitude  was  their  natural  habitation,  but  experience  has  shown  , 

that  it  isi  the  most  adaptable  plant  that  grovrs,  as  it  can  be  success-  j 

fully  grown  almost  anywhere  and  can  be  made  to  produce  its  bios-  j 

soms  in  any  soil, — and  it  will  stand  more  neglect  than  almost  any  1 

plant  that  grows  and  still  produce  worth  while  blossoms,  while  with  | 

proper  attention  and  with  fertilization  and  cultivation  its  blossom 
producing  power  becomes  a thing  of  wonder.  And  the  culture  of  the 
Dahlia,  once  understood  is  simplicity  itself.  Fertilization  is  very 
important  but  cultivation  means  even  more.  Simply  keep  the  ground 
loose  around  the  plant  and  never  allow  it  to  become  baked  or  hard- 
ened, and  withold  fertilization  till  the  buds  appear.  Plant  but  one 
potato  in  a hill  and  allow  but  one  stalk  to  grow  from  that  planting.  j 

Throw  all  the  vitality  of  that  potato  into  one  strong  stalk  and  it  j 

will  send  out  plenty  of  branches  and  produce  an  abundance  of  | 

healthy  blossoms. 

And  if  you  want  to  grow  large  blossoms  far  exhibition,  here  is  [ 
the  secret:  You  will  notice  that  the  buds  generally  come  in  clusters

of  three,  and  when  these  buds  are  quite  small  pinch  out  the  two  side 
buds  and  leave  the  straight  bud  to  develop.  And  at  this  point  you 
may  profitably . use  any  good  fertilizer,  continuing  its  use  every  ten 
days  till  frost  kills  the  plant.  Bone  meal  or  a complete  potato  fertil- 
izer wil  be  found  to.  be  very  beneficial^  andj  if  you  do  not  have  these 
at  hand  any  fertilizer  for  lawns  or  flowering  plants  may  be  used  with 
success.  If  stable  manure  is  used  it  should  be  incorpora}ted  with  your 
soil  in  the  Fall  of  the  year  unless  it  is  well  rotted,  and  even  then  it 
should  not  be  used  too  near  the  growing  plant,  as  the  heat  from 
fresh  manure  is  liable  to  damage  both  the  foliage  and  the  flower. 
When  TJ  bought  my  first  fertilizer  the  salesman  told  me;  “All  you 
got  to  do  is  just  take  it  home  and  put  it  on,’'  and  I carefully  followed 
his  directions,  and'  the  next  afterno.on  at  five  o’clock  I did  not  have  a 
living  plant.  An  expensive  experiment  from  which  I eventually 
gained  great  profit.  And  from  which  you  may  ptofit  without  cost  to 
yo.u.  Put  your  fertilizer  on  the  ground,  around  the  plant,  not  closer 
than  three  inches  in  any  event  and  work  it  into  the  soil,  but  never 
let  it  come  into  contact  with  the  plant  or  its  foliage. 

The  better  your  soil,  the'  better  your  Dahlias,  of  course. 

I am  always  glad  to  help  my  patro.ns  at  any  time  with  sugges- 
tions that  have  come  to  me  by  experience,  to  the  limit  of  my)  know- 
ledge of  Dahlia  culture^  and  to  help  them  so.lve  such  troubles  as  may 
come  to  them  in  their  efforts  to  grow  the  finest  Dahlias. 

I enjoy  Dahlias  and  Dahlia  culture  and  shall  be  glad  to  have  yo.u 
enjoy  them  with  me,  but  the  bdauty  and  joy  of  Dahlias  come  only 
to  those  who  produce  the  blossoms,  as  I have  found  from  experience. 

Hence  it  is  not  only  a pleasure  to  me,  but  good  business  to  help 
my  patro.ns  grow  Dahlias  that  they  will  enjoy  and  of  which  they 
will  feel  proud;  therefore  I send  only  the  very  best  roots,  that  are 
bred  to  blossom.
